watch them are leaders of the Nat 
ional Coal Board. A. green flag 
shows a pit has passed its target 
figure, a red one means that it is 
below the required production, 
Nearly all the flags on the map 
today are green. 

Britain’s 716,000 miners are pro- 
ducing more than they have since 
1940, and are voluntarily working 
longer hours in order to step up 
production. For nine weeks run- 
ning they have been digging over 
4,000,000 tons of coal and in the 
week ended December 20 they 
produced 4,400,600 tons, the high- 
est individual total since July 1940, 
and higher than the weekly av- 
erage for 1938. 

Miners’ Battle Not Easy 

Coal production is increasing so 
much that the Minister of Fuel, Mr. 
Hugh Gaitskell, has announced 
that Britain will be able to begin 
exports of coal to the continent 
tinder the Marshall Plan in Janu 
ary. 

It will be possible to increase 
from 112,000 to 200,000 tons a 
week, the amount of United Kimg- 
dom ¢oal available for export and 
bunkering during 1948. He said, 
“Britain hopes to export 19,000,- 


6,000,000 tons Britain promised at 
the Paris Conference.” 
Freight-Car Shortage 

Britain is seriously short of 
freight cars to haul the increasing 
flow of coal from the mines and 
goods from the factories.

Worried Veteran 

Early this January a young vet- 
eran of our acquaintance came to 
‘ws asking for advice. 

“For a while, after I came back 
from overseas, my wife, my 8-year- 
old boy and myself lived in’ a 
couple of rooms in a city rooming: 
house,” he said. “But we wanted 
a place of our own; and in answer 
to an advertisement rented a place 
ot the outskirts of the Village of 
BLANK. (Ed, NOTE; As settle- 
ment of the case is still pending, 
any names used are fictitious.) 

“The rent was to be $40 a month, 
with the distinct understanding that 
if. by any chance, we stayed on for 
the Winter there was to be a sub- 
stantial reduction. The landlord 
failed to keep any of the promises 
he made. I spent hundreds of dol- 
lars of my own trying to make the 
place at least liveable; and I'd spend 
even more if I wasn’t afraid of 
getting thrown out on my ear— 
which might’ happen at any time, 
as the landlord wants to sell the 
property and as | haven't any lease, 
I understand that a new owner 
could turn me out, Now, we're into 
the Winter. My request for rent 
reduction has been absolutely. re- 
fused; and although I’ve searched 
for forty miles each way from the 
city where my job is, I can’t find 
any place to move into. 

“So now, what should I| do? 
Shoot the landlord-~or just sit still 
and think. what a sucker I am?” 

Good Advice 

As is always our custom in such 
cues, we advised him to take the 
matter to the proper authorities— 
to the Rentals Administration in 
the city where he worked. At first 
he scoffed at the idea. “I know 
those Government Departments” 
he said. “I'll get a letter saying 
-that the matter has been carefully 
filed, and they'll probably get 
around to attending to it some 
time in 1953 or thereabouts.” 

We persuaded him, however, to 
do as we advised; and the sceptical 
young veteran was astonished— 
pleasantly—at the speed with which 
things started moving. Within a 
matter of days he had been asked 
to write stating his case fully and 
freely. The wndlord had been 
ordered to tell his*side of it; and 
at the present time of writing there 
promises to be a prompt settlement 
of the matter—possibly before this 
little tale sees the light of print. 

When that settlement does come, 
we shall report what it was, In 
the meantime, some of the land- 
lord's claims—with the tenant's 
comments on same appended—may 
be of interest as illustrating how 
widely two different viewpoints of 
an identical matter may vary. A‘

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An Easy Answer 
To “More Cookies” . 


You will be prepared for the un- 
expected guest if you make a prac 
tice ceeping a roll c.f cookie 
dough in The refrigerator. When 
guests “drop in,” “sr one vf the 
youngsters asks for a_ treat, cut 
some thin slices from the roll and 
pop them into a very hot oven. 
They take only 10 minutes to bake. 

Here is a basic refrigerator cookie 
recipe, which makes about 100 
cookies, and some variations: 

Refrigerator Cookies 
Y% cup butter 
% cup other shortening 
2 cups sugar 

3 ¢gEs 
3% cups pastry flour 
2 ts baking powder 


% ts salt 
Cream butter, shortening, and 
sugar. Beat eggs and add. Sift 


flour, baking powder and salt to 
_gether, Work gradually into mix 
ture. Form into rolls. Wrap in 
waxed paper and chill in refriger- 
ator. .When cold, slice thin, Bake 
10 minutes in hot, 400 degree F. 
oven. : 

To make the variations, divide 
the dough after mixing it - into 
three portions and put each in a 
bowl. After a variation is made, 
form into rolls, wrap in wax paper 
and put in the refrigerator. 
Marmalade 

Flavor with % teaspoon vanilla. 
Form into rolls, wrap in waxed 
paper and chill in refrigerator. 
When ready to use, cut very thin 
slices. Put 1 teaspoon orange 
marmalade on one slice and top 
with another. Press edges together 
and bake. 

Chocolate Nut 

Melt 1 square chocolate and add 
to dough. Mix well. Add 4 #ea- 
spoon vanilla. Work in Y% cup 
chopped walnuts. 

Spice 

Add 1 teaspoon allspice and 1 
teaspoon cinnamon to basic dough.

Sugar Cheapest 
Of Energy Foods 


While costs of most commodities 
continue to rise, refined sugar re 
mains the cheapest of all staple 
foodstuffs available to Canadian 
consumers. A survey just complet 
ed at Uhatham, Ont., shows the 
cost of sugar to the householder to 
be five cents per 1,000 calories—a 
full 50 percent below the cost of 
bread which places second on the 
list of low-priced energy foods. 
Third from the standpoint of econ- 
omy are potatoes at nine and a half 
cents per 1,000 calories. 

Winter cabbage costs the con- 
sumer no-lesg than $1.18 per 1,000 
calories, Costs of otuer staple food 
products per 1,000 calories follow: 
Rib roast beef 79%4 cents, back 
bacon 32 cents, cheese 25 cents, 
butter 21 cents, milk 20 cents, rice 
11 cents and white beans 10 cents.

Anti Steel Trap Campaign of the Association 
For the Protection of Fur-Bearing Animals 


Very few people have ever 
thought about the cruelty involved 
in trapping fur-bearing animals, and 
whene® is first brought to their 
attent'on, they are deeply shocked. 
It is a fact that the vast majority 
of animals caught in steel traps do 
not die at once, but are held by @ 
wounded or broken paw until death 
comes, sometimes days later. The 
best death such an animal can hope 
for ig death by drowning, if the 
trap is set under water, and even 
this is 1 ot a quick death, since the 
animals for which this is designed 
can exist fo. comparatively long- 
periods tinder water. - Otherwise 
death comes from freezing, which 
also is slow, a. these animals are 
equipped by nature to live in very 
cold climates, or .by starvation, 
thirst or gangrene, or by the hand 
of the trapper who may not: visit 
his traps often. “Grey Owl” writes 
in “Pilgrims of the Wild” (page 49) 
that frequenti, birds will pick out 
the eyes before the animal is dead. 
In the meantime the trapped ani- 
mal suffers the terror of a wild 
creature captured, and the agoniz- 
ing pressure on the wounded paw. 
Ie it any wonder that such animals 
sometimes escape by chewing or 
twisting off their own paw, and that 
animals have been caught by their 
one remaining foot? 

Works. Against Cruelty 

The majority are appalled when 
first they learn of the cruelty 
involved in trapping, and the 
A.P.F.A., Th Association for the 
Protection of Fur-Bearing Animals, 
is an organization founded to work 
against this cruelty. The Associa- 
tion, though not yet as large as it 
must become to be truly effective, is 
growing, and has now been in ex- 
istenece for thirteer years. It is 
a humane society which aims to 
protect the wild, fur-bearing animals 
of Canada from a lingering death 
in @ steel trap. The Association is 
endorsed by the leading. Humane 
Societies across Canada. In addi- 

tion to “re parent body in Toronto 

there is a well established branch of 
the Associ: tion in Vancouver. 


We are willing to attack this 
enormov problem from any and all 
angles. The American Humane 
Society offered money prizes for 
the iivention of humane traps. 
Scores have been tried, but so far, 
none has been entirely satisfactory 
Most of them cost more, and those 
of the box-type are more difficult 
to transport, while still others take 
longer to set up than the old cruel

If snaring is still per 
mitted in your county and you make 
a practice of killing predators and 
fur-bearers in this manner, DON’T 
in mercy’s name use the hay-wire, 
home-made snare. Write us for 
particulars of a humane snare. 2. 
DON’T use snares of steel pinch 
traps where the box type will do. 
3. DON’T neglect to visit every 
trap at least once in twenty-four 
hours. 4. NEVER under any con- 
sideration be guilty of using a 
“spring-pole” set. 

To all trappe.., vendors and 
purchasers-of fur, and to the public 
at large we say, “Every sentient 
creature which contributes to the 
production of the things we use or 
enjoy deserves, at the very least, 
humane consideration.”

It's as easy as 
breathing. You shake your shoul? 
ders, beat your feet, link hands or

“In it's most perfect form, the 
dance becomes art. Ballet's - rich- 
ness of color, music and precise 
movement ig carefully thought out 
in advance—none of thig spur of 
the moment stuff. For ballet, like 
the tribal dance from which it grew, 
expresses not only joy and ¢ele 
bration, but man's mystical beliefs, 
his hopes, his fears—thig life.” 


Canada Has Both 

There you have the extremes: 
the happy-go-lucky, informal and 
spirited dance, and the‘serious, sym 
bolic ritual dance.

Michael, One-Time 


King of Romania 


King Mihai (or Michael) of Ro- 
mania, who abdicated a few weeks 
ago, was born twenty-six years ago, 
son of Carol, who ig now in exile in 
Portugal, and of Helen, who was a 
Greek princess; was educated in the 
palace in Bucharest, along with 
twelve commoners picked from vari- 
ous walks of life to be his com’ 
panions, first came to the throne 
when he was not quite six years 
old; his father, Carol, had abdicated 
to pursue Lis life with Magda Lu- 
pescu. A regency ruled, and Mihai 
was left to his toys and pony. When 
Mihai was nine Carol came back to 
the throne, displacing the boy. In 
the early days of the recent war 
young Mai became king for the 
second time, whe Carol fled again; 
The Nazis were now in effective 
control of Romania. In 1944 when 
the victorious Russians were driv- 
ing into Romania, Mihai locked up 
Premier in a vault

fied side. For eight days he actually 
was ruler; then the Russians took 
over, making him a figure-head once 
more. He amused himself by reck- 
lessly fast drivir ; of automobiles 
and speedboats, almost tore the 
w'ngs off the light training plane in 
which he learned to fly because he 
insisted of simulating dive bomb- 
ing.

From Overseas 


Later settlers, among them the 
Scandinavians, Finns, Ukrainians, 
Chinese, Dutch and Poles, also 
came to till Canadian soil.

Happy 
dances, rythmiical, colorful and 
varied, 

All these dances flourish today 
in the countryside, and even in the 
industrial cities. But the industrial 
age, bringing with it the roar and 
speed of transportation, the whistle 
and shriek of factory, the chatter of 
machines, has produced yet another 
form of dancing, “jitterbugging.” 

The dance of the cities is like life 
in the cities: it is tricky, nervous 
and fast. It is symbolic of the clat- 
ter of street cars, the jumping pulse 
of traffic lights, elevators, skyscra- 
pers, timeclocks, assembly lines and 
typewriters. They get the “city- 
slicker” in-a groove—a groove that 
fits him for the dance he has come 
to know best. 

But — whatever the step, and 
wherever it_is done, it ig still danc- 
ing. And dancing, as “Canada 
Dances” points out, is as old as 
man himself.

Respective Functions of The Hydro-Electric 

Power Commission of Ontario and the Municipal 

Hydro Commissions, with Particular Reference 
to the Present Emergency. 


In view of the apparent public misunderstanding of the respective functions of The Hydro-Electric Power 
Commission of the Province and the Municipal Hydro Commissions in the municipalities, this statement is made to 


clarify the situation. 


The function of the Provincial Commission is to generate or buy electric power and fo sell electric power fo 
Municipal Commissions and directly to rural consumers and to certain industries. 


a 


The function of each Municipal Commission is to sell to ils consumers within the municipality the electric power 


. purchased from the Provincial Commission. 


* * 
In practice, the Provincial Commission and the Municipal Commissions endeavour to co-operate With each 
other in the public interest. : 


By reason of lack of rainfall last summer and autumn and by lack of thaws during the present winter, there 
has been a substantial depletion of the storage of water necessary to maintain a high level of continuous genera- 
tion. The resulting loss of production of electric power has.taken place in Ontario and elsewhere where power has 
been purchased both under contract and in excess of contract commitments by the Provincial Commission. This 
loss of production of electric energy has become so serious that certain of those who had contracts to supply the 
Provincial Commission with electric power have been compelled not only to withdraw the electric power they had 
been supplying in excess of contract commitments, but as well have been compelled to reduce delivery below con- 
tract requirements by a further reduction of 8,000,000 kilowatt-hours per week. .

As long ago as December 15th, the Provincial Commission notified the Municipal Commissions and indicated 
to its direct consumers that, in addition to cuts already being applied to direct consumers, it was evident that, 
unless additional voluntary savings could be obtained, the Commission would be obliged to order the municipalities 
to reduce their loads from time to time by as much as 15 per cent or more. This notification was given for the ex- 
press purpose of obtaining greater conservation of power and to enable each Municipal Commission to plan in 
advance the most equitable allocation of power within the municipality. 


The Provincial Commission received notification that the most recent cut of power purchased under contract 
would be effective on Monday, February 16th. In order to moke an equitable redyction of power delivery to all 
Municipal Commissions, it was necessary for the Provincial Commission to compute for each Municipal Commission 
the amount of reduction it would be called upon to absorb, after taking into account the amount of conservation | 
already effected by each Municipal Commission since October, 1947. To enable the Provincial Commission to 
complete the necessary computations and to notify the majority of Municipal Commissions of the amount of reduc- 
tion each would have to absorb by Wednesday, February 18th, it was necessary that a substantial reduction be 
placed in effect as of Monday, February 16th, so that there would be no risk of an actual power stoppage in de- 
liveries by the Provincial Commission. To accomplish this, the Provincial Commission requested the Municipal | 
Commissions of Toronto, Ottawa, Hamilton, London, Windsor and Peterborough to reduce their takings of electric 
power by specific amounts during specified times, and also requested these Municipal Commissions to, in the mean- 
time, treat the request confidentially and not to give it to the press prior to the notification to all municipalities on, 
Monday. This was done to avoid statements appearing which might have the effect of creating quite erroneous 
impressions of the amount of reduction necessary in each particular municipality throughout the Province. : 


in relation to the reduction of power, each Municipal Commission was faced with entirely different considera- 

tions as to how available power would be allocated within each municipelity. For this reason, it was not feasible 

fer the Provincial Commission by a general statement to indicate to the consumers in any particular municipality 
the allocation of available power that would be made by the Municipal Commissions. : 


The Provincial Commission is delivering to the Municipal Commissions and te its direct consumers all the elec- 
tric power it is able to generate or buy.

sumers, but also what public explanation may be desirable in relation thereto, )
